/d1)2; Þereas the Kings moſt Excellent Pajeſty hath been advertiſed , That 
great numbers of Mariners, and other Sea-faring men, His Majeſties 


rex natural boꝛn Subjects, habe betaken themſelves to the Services of Foꝛreign

8 tive Countreps ; and whereby Bis ſaid Majeſtie and His Realms are unfur- 
niched of men of their ſoꝛt and calling, if there ſhall be cauſe to uſe them: 

T Therefoe, fo? redzeſs thereof at pzeſent, and pzeventing the like foꝛ the fu⸗ 

ture, The Kings moſt Excellent Majeſty by this His Royal Pzoclamation, 

; with the Advice of the Lo2ds of His Majeſties moſt Honourable Pꝛiby Coun- 

dil, doth Will and ſtreightly Charge and Command, all and ſingular Maſters of Ships, Pilots, 

-Hariners, Sea-men, Shipwꝛights, and other Sea-faring men whatſoever and whereſober, be- 

ing His Majeſties natural boꝛn Subjects. who are in the Service of any Fo2reign Pzince 02 State, 

-02 do ſerbe in any Foꝛreign Ships v2 Ueſſels, That foꝛthwith they do withdzaw themſelves, and 

depart from ſuch Fozreign Servites, and return home to their Native Countreys and labotul Mo- 

"cations. 
| And further his Majeſty doth hereby pꝛohibit and foꝛbid all and ſingular Paſters of Ships. 


Pilots, Mariners, Sea men, Shipwꝛights, and other Sea faring men whatſcever, being His 


Majeſties natural boꝛn Subjects, from Entering themſelves. And doth hereby ſtreightly Charge 
and Command them, and every of them, from hencefo2thto foꝛbear to enter themſelves into pay, oz 
otherwiſe betake themlelves to the Service of any Foꝛreign Pzinces o2 States, oꝛ to ſerbe in any 
Fozreign Uefſel oz Ship, without Litente had and obtained in that behalf, To all which His 
Pajelty doth, and will expect due obedience and confozmity : And doth hereby Publiſh and De-. 
flare, That the Offenders to the contrary, ſhall not only incur His Majeſties juſt diſpleaſure, but 
be p2oceeded againſt foꝛ their contempt attoꝛding to the utmolt ſeverities of Law. And fur 
ther, Dis Mafeſty doth hereby Authozize and Command all and every the Captains, Maſters, and 
other Dfficers, ſerving and imployed in any of His Majeſties Ships oꝛ Uefſels at Sea, to ſtop and 
 -make ſtay of all and every ſuch Perſon and Perſons as ſhall endeavour to Tranſpoꝛt oꝛ Enter 
| themlelves into the Service of any Foꝛreign P2ince oz State, contrary to the true intent and 
meaning of this Mis Majeſties Royal Pꝛoclamation; And alſo to Seize upon, take, and bꝛing 
away, all ſuch Mariners, Sea men. andother Perſons afozeſaid, as ſhall be found to be Imploped 
o2 Serving in any Ships oz Uefels, of, o2 belonging to any foꝛreign Pꝛinte oꝛ State, 02 to any 
Werchant, oꝛ other Perſon oz Perſons, other than toſhis Majeſty oz His Subjects.
